With regard to recommends t ion (a), to purchato sad activate the 
eadt etiag cable In the Pacific, this Agency questions the validity of the 
estimated cost thereof aad also doubts that the cable would be north 
the cost of rehabilitation. (Careful consideration was given to a 
similar proposal lay the Joint Cocaamlcatictns -Electronics Committee during 
the tine 1949-1951. 2he conelreio® yaa that rehabili- 

tation wSEnSnHSrCTe cost.) Prior to ray further action, the 
availability of a "cable ship" should be determined, together with an 
estimate of the continued maintenance costa of this cable, which is old 
and which has been out of operation for years. 

With regard to xecosneadatloas (b), that tie Department of Defense 
include in its planning forward scatter radio systems beyond Hawaii, end 
(c), that exploration be undertaken to ascertain the basis under which a 
modern cable could be provided from San Francisco to Hawaii, are con- 
curred in by the Oentrsl intelligence Agency,
